The Silver Stale Is evidently worried

wen telegraphed to our Representatives nt 
WmhiotitoD, requesting Ihom to stand 
flrm by silver In preference to auy other 
Issue now under consideration by Con 
gress. It fears that, "with the tariff bill 
shelved and the kilver bill killed, neither 
the wool growers nor silver producers can 
be eipucled to remain with the Republican 
party." If tho first twooalamaties were to 
occur, doubtless the Silver State's sorrow 
for the wool growers and silvar producers 
would be submerged in the Intensity of its 
griel over Ihe disastrous effect it would en- 
tail whtn the party for whose welfare it 
manifests Bach suddon and remarkable 
nyuipatby and interest. But oar Winne- 
mucoa contemporary can calm its fears. 
Neither the tariff nor the silver interests 
will bo uegleotod nor sacriQaod by the Re- 
publioaa representatives from the silver 
producing states, nor was there any snob. 
intimation or request convoyed in the res- 
olutions adopted by the State Committee. 
They only recommended that the tariff 
natter should be held in abeyance until 
the tmoaesa of tho silver measura should be 
tssaied. lu other words, that one plank 
iu the Republican platform should be 
made to support the othor so that the 
•liability of the entire structure should bo 
maintained, This is not only good polities 
but most excellent principle. There baa 
been a disposition manifested by a portion 
of the party iu Congress to repudiate or 
gnoro the silver plank, and it is legitimate 
and proper that the most elective nod 
available moans ehonld be adopted for 
holding thorn to all of the principles 
"numerated iu the platform, Instead of a 
portion of them, Tho party is as fally 
pledged to silver ns to tbe tariff, and th«y 
•thould both be niado to ntand or fall to- 
gether. Whero in IhU, tho "abandonment of 
principle" oomos iu, we opiae it would 
be difficult for anyauo except the over 
zonloas an.) exaosHively sensitive editor of 
the Silver Stato to discern. Our \Vinue-

Tho pas- 
sengers and. crew numbered eighty per 
sons, Five boats were lowered, but one 
was swamped near the stoamer and the 
occupants drowned. 
Women and children 


and a number of the ore>v were in the 
large life boat under command of Chief 
Officer French. A smaller lifo boat com- 
manded by Second OfHcer Blair contained 
nine persons, and the third boat held 
twelve. 
The remaining boat containing 


Capt. J. D. Monio, Third Officer Sargent 
and eight others of the vessel's crew, to- 
gether with five passengers, was the one 
which reached 
Onellon, 
but Captain 


Monro, two of tho ship's crew and two 
passengers died on the voyage from expos- 
ure and thirst. The others on reaching 
Onellon were frost bitten and ill, and two 
of them died there. It ia thought that the 
;hree missing boats were lost. The Chi- 
ean steamers Augomos and Padeto were 
sent.out to look for them and on April 2d 
the Angomos was totally wrecked on Ibe 
rocks in Port Vullenarea, bat the crew es- 
caped.

They will pay tbe full 
penalty of the 'law on the gallows next 
Friday. The Independent gives tie fol-

"Thus perishes the lait and only bope for 
tbe unfortunate man and bis wife who 
sine* the 28tb of January, 1889, have been 
confined In the county jail. They were 
placed on trial on a charge of murder, and 
on tbe 15th day of March, 1889, tbe jury 
rendered a verdict of murder in (he first 
degree, and on tbe 22d day of March, 
Judge Blgelow sentenced the prisoners to 
be banged on the 17th day ot May, 1839. 
An appeal was taken to the Supreme Court, 
wblob tribunal' affirmed the judgment of 
tbe lower Court, and again the prisoners 
were sentenced to death, Friday, Juuo 20, 
1890, being tbe day fixed for the execution . 
AQ appeal wai then made to the Board of 
Pardons for » commutation of the sentenci 
to life imprisonment, bat the petition wai 
denied. As a last resort Mr. Dawtey wen 
down to Carson, as above stated, and a 
final appeal was made in behalf of tb 
prisoners, but without avail, and tnire is 
now no power to avert the impending doom
